Obadiah Rich was born at Boston ir{ New England in 1783, and died at 
London in 1850. From 1815 to 1827 he resided in Spain, for most of the time 
as United States Consul at Valencia. During this period he made the valuable 
collection of Spanish books and manuscripts relating to America, which after- 
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wards served as the basis for his bibliographical catalogues. In 1828, having 
failed in an endeavor to sell his collections to the United States Government 
for the Library of Congress, he removed to London, where he established 
himself as a bookseller. Among his earliest patrons was Lord Viscount 
Kingsborough. From 1836 until some time before his death he resided mostly 
at Port Mahon on the Lalearic Islands, to which place he had been appointed 
United States Consul—his business in London being still conducted under his 
direction by his son George Rich. During all this time he was busily engaged 
in the preparation of his bibliographical works, which were never entirely 
completed. Mr. Rich may be truly called the pioneer of American bibliography. 
He was the first to give an impetus to, and excite a general and lasting 
interest in, tha collection of “Americana.” His catalogues are still useful 
and important as bibliographies, chiefly on account of their chronological 
arrangement. The titles of the works were usually given in, full, with prices 
in many instances, and numerous bibliographical notes.

A careful comparison of the two editions shows that the first three or four 
pages of this one are almost identical with those of the first, the same type 
having been used for both, mostly without resetting. In one place, at the top 
of a page, an additional word or two was inserted, and in order to make room 
without alterine’ the rest of the page, two lines were reset with contracted 
and abbreviated words. The remainder of the tract, however, was entirely 
reset, with a number of changes and additions in the second part, among the 
latter being a long exhortation at the end. Sefior Icazbalceta suggests that 
the date was omitted in the colophon for lack of room, as the last page of text 
{s entirely full and the colophon is crowded in by the use of small type. The

There is good reason to believe that the above work, and probably one or 
more of those described below, were printed at Leyden on the press of William 
Brewster, the ruling elder in Mr. Robinson’s pilgrim church. Several years 
before his departure in the Mayflower for New England, Brewster had set up a 
printing-press in that city, at which he “had employment enough by reason 
of many books which would not be allowed to be printed in England.” The 
earliest book I have seen bearing his name in the imprint was dated 1617: 
but most of his publications appear to have been issued without indication of 
place or printer. In 1619 the authorities instituted an inquiry concerning 
certain books he had printed, and nothing appears to have come from his press 
after that date.

“ Prophane Schisme of the Brownists or Separatists,” 1612, pp. 47-54. A manuscript 
testimonial to John Robinson, signed by Ant. Walaeus and Festus Hommius, Theo- 
logical Professors at Leyden, and dated May 25 and 26, 1628, was discovered by Dr. 
Dexter among some papers belonging to the English Presbyterian Church in Amster- 
dam, and afterwards reproduced in photo-lithographic facsimile in an edition of fifty 
copies, by Mr. Frederick Muller at Amsterdam in 1875.

In this copy the dedicatory epistle is unsigned, ending with a comma after the words

the Boston Athenaeum copy, which in other respects appears to agree with the Lenox 
copy, the last word of the eighth line of the printed title is spelled ** Carabe.” 

Rochefort’s name does not appear as author in this first edition. From the general 


= 
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tenor of the preface it may be inferred that more than one person had an interest or 
ownership in the work. In it the anonymous writers, or as they term themselves, 
“* Directeurs de l’ouvrage,” expressly disclaim any originality of material, and state that 
“nous n’y avons guéres contribué que la forme & Passemblage, ayant travaillé sur les 
fideles & les curieus Memoires, qui nous ont été fournis par des témoins oculaires, desin- 
teressez & dignes de foy. ... Le premier plan de cet ouvrage fut dressé a Paris il y a 
deja plus de set ans, & jugé digne de la lumiere par des personnes intelligentes qui le 
virent alors. ... Et dés lors nous l’eussions mis sous la presse, si des voyages necessaires, 
& d’autres occupations plus importantes, ne nous en eussent détournez Jusques a present. 
Mais si le public recoit quelgue satisfaction de cette Histoire, il n’aura pas sujet de se 
plaindre de son retardement: veu que nous la luy donnons & plus enrichie, & plus 
exacte qu'il ne l’eut eué en ce tens-la4. Car outre qu’il nous est venu d’ailleurs & des 
avis & des Memoires, nous avons beaucoup profité dans notre entretien familier avéque 
le P. Raimond, sur tout pour l’Histoire Morale des Antilles. .... Mais a ce defaut [de 
une Histoire de sa propre main], comme il est courtois & obligeant, il nous a fait part 
de ces lumieres & de ses trésors ; & c’est 4 luy seul que nous devons entre autres choses, 
le Vocabulaire qui se trouve 4 la fin de ce Volume.” Much of the material may have 
been collected by De Poincy, but the principal or rather sole compiler of the work 
appears to have been Charles de Rochefort, pastor of the French Protestant church at 
Rotterdam, who had resided several years in the West Indies. His name and profes- 
sion are given in full only on the title of the Dutch translation published at Rotterdam 
in 1662. Most of the bibliographical works, however, have been led into the mistake 
of attributing the book to César de Rochefort, a contemporary French jurist and lexi- 
cographer, and also a zealous Catholic, who had probably never visited the Antilles. 

Father Du Tertre, in the preface to his “ Histoire Generale des Antilles,” published 
at Paris in 1667, accuses Rochefort of having copied the greater part of the “ Histoire 
Naturelle et Morale” from his works, without acknowledgement. He also says that 
the General de Poincy had obtained the vocabulary and other manuscript material from 
Father Raimond Breton, for the use of Rochefort in preparing the history, Notwith- 
standing Du Tertre’s strictures, the work is an important and valuable contribution to 
our knowledge of the Antilles and their inhabitants. The first part of the book relates 
principally to the natural history of the islands, and the second part to the manners, 
customs, religion and arts of the Caribs. A vocabulary of the Carib language, by 
Father Raymond Breton, fills pp. 515-527. Forty-three copperplates of various sizes 
are printed in the text. In some copies the plate on page 146 has another one pasted 
over it. Some copies have the following title :

Then follows an apology for the delay caused by the 
plague lately raging in London, and a caution “that where some accident is said to 
have happened four or five, or some other number of years since ... it is to be referred 
to the coming forth of the Original Edition, which was in the year M.pc. Lvut.” 
After referring to the want of a map, it is promised that “if what is done at the present 
meet with the reception expected, the next Impression shall be furnished not only with 
the forementioned Map, but also some other Pieces of Ornament, whereof the last 
years distraction, and want of time now have obstructed the insertion.” The above 
extracts will suffice to disprove some of the preposterous accounts of the book which 
have become current. The statement that nearly the whole or a large part of the 
edition was destroyed in the great fire of September, 1666, is also manifestly absurd.

A rare and important work. ‘No copy has ever been found with either of the 
whole sheet Maps, and all are more or less deficient in the number of Plates referred 
to in the title-page. From the arrangement and tenor of the title, as well as from the 
sense of the ‘advertisement,’ at the end of the volume, we are clearly of opinion, that 
it was the author’s design to distribute the ‘twelve copper plates, And Two whole Sheet 
Maps’ throughout the two volumes into which he intended to divide the work ... The 
work was issued in the following year with an abridged title, less preliminary matter, 
and without the Appendix, but the text in the body of the work is the same in both 
editions. In the ‘ Advertisement,’ above referred to, the author announces his inten- 
tion to issue a second volume, to be accompanied by maps, adding, that ‘it is now in 
the press.” It does not appear, however, that it ever was published. The plates are 
curious specimens of early Continental engravings; they were drawn and etched by 
Romans himself, who throughout the book uses a small i for the personal pronoun.”

is not yet come to hand; the reader will therefore please to expect said map with the 
second volume, At the first planning of this publication, it was intended only to be a 
single volume, not exceeding 300 pages, appendix and all; but at the request of some 
Gentlemen, my friends, i have subjoined so many articles, that it swelled imperceptibly 
to about 800 pages, which made it necessary to print it in two volumes; and as some 
unexpected accidents, especially the want of a copper-plate printer, have occasioned 
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delays ; i will therefore, to atone in some measure, (for said delays) to those kind Gen- 
tlemen who favoured me with their subscriptions for the maps, deliver them the second 
volume gratis, as soon as it is published: It is now in the press. JI return my most 
sincere thanks for the liberal encouragement that has been afforded me; and hope my 
work will be deemed deserving it. Bernard Romans.”
